“By the time the two 
sides are ready to enter negotia- 
tions,” he explained, “things will 
be at a stage in which both are 
Prepared to go some distance to- 
‘wards each other.” 

Mr. Dayan said he would lke 
to hear from the U.S. Secretary of 
State whether “any understanding 
has been reached by him with So- 
viet leaders in Moscow on issues 
connected with the Geneva peace 
talks. It is possible the Moscow 
visit will affect continuation of the 
negotiations,” he 

Before answering reporters’ ques- 
tions, Mr. Dayan said he considered 
the disengagement issue “very im- 
portant.” since it served as a first 
step in the transition from a state 
of war to one of peace. “Our treat-

President Ephraim Katzir’s 
budget for the financial year end- 
ing Sunday March 31 got an 
extra IL855,600 appropriation re- 
troactively yesterday when the 
Knesset Finance Committee gave 
its formal approval, in a squeak- 
through vote of six against five. 

The majority of six was made 
up of coalition votes from the Alipn- 
ment, the NRP and the ILP. The 
five objectors hailed from the Likud 
and the Aguda No other parlia- 
mentary factions have the right to 
be represented on the Knesset Fi- 
nance Committee. 

The Committee also rejected a 
Likud resolution which urged, among 
other things, that the President's 
Bureau be inspected by the State

The State Comptroller's Law, in 
principle, makes it possible for him 
to imspect accounts at the Presi- 
dent's Bureau. This has never heen 
done, however, just as the accounts 
of the Knesset — a much larger 
organization — have never been 
inspected. 

The resolution of the Committee 
majority, which sought to adopt a 
balanced tone but included an un- 
mistakable dosh of criticism against 
offcialdom in the President's Bu- 
reau and the Treasury, said the 
cost of wages and services had 
risen unexpectedly during the year,

while the change of presidents also 
involved new expenses. Structural 
alterations had been carried out 
and maintenance had cost mere. 
Meanwhile, the handout said, 
activity at the President's Mansion, 
Beit Hanassi, had been more intense 
with many more guests calling 
from Israel and abroad — as many 
as 2,500 monthiy in some cases. 
The Committee — according to

THL AVIV. — Professor Amnon 
Rubinstein, “Ha'aretz” columnist

He attacked Shimon Peres’ new 
Information portfolio, terming it 
that of “information commissar.” 


Prof. Rubinstein also derided 
“the generals’ underground inside 
the Labour Party." This represented 
“the nadir in opportunism and 
cynicism; they want to enjoy both 
eworlds — to be part of the estab- 
lishment and also to ride the popr- 
lar wave of protest." He found it 
hard to understand how Commerce, 
Industry and Development Minister 
Haim Bar-Lev “could talk of be- 
ing a reformer. He heads one of 
the worst Ministries, ome which 
subsidises the get-rich-quick boys.” 

Another member of the move- 
ment’s 18-member founding com- 
mittee, Tel Aviv municipal legal 
adviser Mordechai Virshuvsky, said 
hundreds have joined so far and 
that donations totalling 116,000 
have already come in. A foundation 
conference is planned for three 
months from now, he said.

Ramat Ganners cover

RAMAT GAN. Hundreds of 
Ramat Gan residents demonstrated 

. with their noses covered 

against the 

stench spread by the polluted Yar- 
kon River. 

There were two demonstrations, 
one in the morning and one in late 
afternoon. Taking part in the morn- 
ing demonstration were mainly 
schoolchildren, who tied handker-~ 
chiefs over their faces, to symbol- 
ize the stench they have to suffer 
in their nei adjacent to 
the river. Two of the youngsters 
even sported gas masks. 

The demonstrators called on the 
Municipality to do more to fight the 


- stench, although they admitted that 


their protest is not especially di- 
rected at the city, but at the na- 


* tional health authorities. They noted 


that Ramat Gan had been one of 
the chief activists in the fight 
against the foul odours spread by 


. the river. Its waters are said” to 


have been contaminated by indus- 
trial wastes from a burst Petah 


Tikva sewage main and by raw 
sewage from Ramat Hasharon. 


The demonstrators carried plac- 
ards reading: “We Can't Live with 
the Smell,” and even brought city 
Officials suggsetions on how to deal 
with the problem. Some of them 
suggested that giant pumps be put 
up to direct sea water into the 
river bed, and others proposed the 
éSnstruction of giant aerosol sprays 
to sprinkle @eodourizers to drown 
the stench. 

Deputy Mayors Moshe Biron, Da- 
vid Melamedowitz and Yitzhak Yel- 
lin, who came out to speak with 
the demonstrators, explained that 
their suggestions were impractical, 
and described some of the measures 
currently being taken to deal with 
the problem. 

Among these is the pouring of 
whitewash into pools of sewage in 
citrus groves near the Yarkon. Ex- 
perts say that this can somewhat 
mitigate the odours. The river is 
also being sprayed with insecticides 
to prevent & major invasion by 
mosquitoes.

Australian Jewish students 
resist anti-Israel motion

A resolution of the Australian 
Student ‘Union to have Israel ex- 
pelled from the Asian Student Con- 
ference is running into hot water. 


‘The Union recently passed a reso- 
lution “not to recognize the right of 
the State of Israel to exist.” At the 
Asian Student Conference sched- 
uled to be held in Australia in 
September, the Union intends to 
move that the Israel Student Union 
be expelled and replaced by an or- 
ganization representing Palestinian 
students or some other non-Zionist 
group. 

The executive director of the Is- 
rael Student Union, Ya'acov Pink, 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday 
that on hearing about the resolution, 
the Israel union asked the Austral- 
fan Union of Jewish Students to 
launch a counter campaign. The 
Jewish student union persuaded the 
national union to agree that its 
resulution stand only if ratified by 
a majority of its 208 constituent 
unions. In each of these unions 8. 
debate was to be held, followed by 
a voice vote for or against the 
resolution. ' 


At all the 109 debates held so 
far, the - majority. voted against, the 


resolution, Mr. Pink said. This in 
Spite of the fact that speakers ‘at 
the debates included leading mem- 
bers of the sponsoring national 
union and Arab students, many of 
whom are financed by Arab organ- 
izations, Those for the 
expulsion of Israel also included 
several Israeli students, who are 
members of Matzpen, he said. 


Israel, France

Littlejohn saif he and his bro- 
ther, Keith, escaped from Mount- 
joy prison without any outside help 
17 days ago..Keith was recaptured 
at a pub a few minutes after the 
break but Kenneth managed to 
reach Scotland and freedom. 

Kenneth said he took up yoga to 
Toll the guards and achieve some 
privacy in the prison, then used 
these sessions to saw through the 


bars of his cell window with hack- 
saw blades smugzied to him in a 
can of talcum powder. . 

“I would go in and shut the door, 
and for an hour they would think 
I was i this mystical religion 
business,” he said. “In fact, 1 was 
cutting the bars.” 

Kenneth conducted the interview 
with David May, the editor of “Time 
Out," a weekly magazine, before 
leaving for the Continent.

Shabbat 
Russian

SUMAN. a S4year-old mechanic 

from Vilna, never saw a Bible 
in all the years he lived in Russia 
and never stepped into 8 synagogue 
until last Yom Kippur after he got 
permission to emigrate to Israel. 
Yet despite his total ignorance of 
Judaism, he and his family were 
forever being persecuted and taunt- 
ed by their neighbours for being 
Jews. 2 Shas 

“They sneered at my little girls 
and called them horrible names,” he 
recalled after landing at Lod in 
December. “I never quite understood 
what terrible crime we had commit- 
ted to be singled out that way.” 

On a recent Shabbat, a group of 
uew American settlers showed Zal- 
man and 50 other Russians — all 
arrivals since the Yom Kippur War 
and settled in Yeruham — how to 
enjoy their Jewishness rather than 
be ashamed of it. : 

“We've worked hard in the past 
to publicize the plight of Soviet 
Jewry," says Dr. Pesach Schindler, 
director of Jerusalem’s Centre for 
Conservative Judaism, which spon- 
sored the event, “After all their suf- 
fering, this group has finally arriv- 
ed, been greeted with flowers and 
good wishes at the airport and has 
moved to their homes. We mustn't 
think that our obligation to them 
stopped there.” 

The guests were shy and even ap- 
prehensive as they stepped off the 
‘bus on Friday afternoon and were 
shown to their rooms in the youth 
hostel next door to the Centre. “The 
government closed the only synago- 
gue in town 35 years ago, and I've 
no idea what the Sabbath means,” 
confided a middle-aged tailor. “I 
don't even know any songs or how 
to make a bDlessing. Suppose I make 
a mistake and embarrass everyone?” 

The hosts — supporters and wor- 
shippers at the congregation — 
dusted off thelr Yiddish and mixed 
with their weekend guests. It was 
easy to tell .the two groups apart— 
one prosperous-looking, assured and 

, the other dressed in rum- 
pled suits and battered hats, the 
women sullen as they carried ruddy, 
round-faced children in their arms. 

Yet despite the striking differen- 
ces, a bond of friendship gradually 
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with a 
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developed between them. The Ame- 
ricans, many of them children or 
grandchildren of Russiau or Hast 
European immigrants to the U.S. 
strongly identified with thelr less 
fortunate visitors. “But for the 
grace of G-d, one of them might 
today be congratulating me on my 
escape from the Soviet Union and 
not the other way around,” said a 
woman from New York. “I doubt if 
Td heave had the courage to endure 
all the trials they have.” 

The anxiety that some of the Rus- 
sians had felt upon arriving soon 
dissolved. At the Friday evening 
meal, beginning with the Kiddush 
and ending with the grace after 
meals, they got a crash course in 
the history and meaning of . the 
Shabbat. They were introduced to 
Sabbath songs ome measure at 2 
time, and in a short while, the smail 
dining ha reverberated with the 
clapping of hands to the beat of 
“Yom ze Le’Yisrael” : 

After the teenagers left to visit 
the homes of young people their own 
age, the adults went upstairs for a 
serious talk. The warmth that was 
generated during the meal reached 
@ crescendo as the guests described 
their lives in Russia and their feel- 
ings ebout Yeruham. 

“I watched my friends and rela- 
tives being murdered in pogroms, 
sent to the Russian army and lock- 
ed up in jail; ['ve had enough grief 
for one man,” said an immigrant 
from Riga. ‘And I thought when I 
arrived here I would feel some link 
with my fellow Jews. But I am 
“di inted. There are about 120 
Russians in Yeruham — from large 
cities and small villages, Georgians, 
Ukrainians, Moldavians—and they‘re 
all different and keep to themselves. 
When I was ill recently, not one of 
them came to visit me.” 


Unsympathetic clerks 


All complained bitterly of unful- 
filled promises from unsympathetic 
government clerks, problems in 
finding suitable jobs, loneliness and 
boredom. Although the Negev deve- 
Jopment town has several synago- 
gues, there is none where the non- 
Hebrew- ing Russians feel com- 
fortable. “We've asked for prayer 
shawls and tefillin, but there's been 
20 »" said an old man who 
attended heder 50 years ago. 

“We're like the Israelites in the

Preparing volunteers 
for times of need _

(OUGH spontaneous volunteer 
work during emergencies is most 
laudable, the use of volunteers in 
essential services (schools, hospitals, 
εἴς.) during periods of long-term 
mobilization must be ‘planned in ad- 
vance. 

This is the lesson ‘which the Israel 
Volunteer Services, under the Prime 
Minister's office, learned from the 
last war. “We had always seen our 
function as part of the ‘war’ against 
the social gap." Esther Herlitz, M.E. 
and a member of the Israel Vo- 
Junteer Services Executive Commit- 
tee, explained when we met in Tel 
Aviv last week. “We did not think 
it was our job to prepare for the 
possibility of war—using volunteers. 
to replace mobilized manpower or 
to help families where the husband 
had ‘been called up. 
that this must ‘be done, and insofar 
as possible, contingency plans must 
be made in advance.” 

Among Miss Herlitz's concrete sug- 
gestions is the possibility that social 
workers in development towns 


should have a cadre of volunteers: 


who would help them deal with prob- 
lem families in times of emergency. 
These could be high school pupils 
{whose potential was not fully uti- 
lized during the last war, she be- 
lieves), members of women’s orga- 
nizations and other volunteers who 
would be organized for this pur- 
pose. “The important thing here 

that the volunteers should meet, 
an organized group, with the social 
worker at least once a year to 
taken to the neighbourhoods where 
they would work in case of 

no emergency arises and they 
aren't needed, so much the better. 
But if they are needed they will 
at least have some minimal know- 


for help.” ae 

She suggests similar contingency 
plans for the education system, the 
post office: and other essential ser- 
vices.
